Edward S. Bragg, consul general to 
Hong Kong, was severely scored yes- 
terday by the supreme court for his 
practice ' as prosecuting attorney 1'or 
Henry Ruepling in. securing a ver- 
dict of $ 12,000 for injuries against 
the Northwestern railroad. The ver- 
dict is set aside and .a new trial or- 
dered unless the defendant takes $2,- 
500. The court's rebuke of General 
Bragg follows: 


"It is to be regretted that counsel 


so distinguished should have so in- 
dulged his personal mastery of a sit- 
uation as to lead so conscientious a 
judge so far astray. Counsel should 
never forget that they are £he instru- 
ments provided by law for the ad- 
ministration of justice—officers, as it 
were, in the eye of the law, charged 
with a high degree of responsibility 
respecting 
the 
protection of 
the 


rights of their clients within the le- 
gitimate boundaries of the contro. 
versy they, are called upon to pre 
sent for-adjudication and charged as 
well with a high degree of responsi 
bility not to purposely or negligentlj 
go outside such boundaries. Within 
that sphere they.may with all thei 
learning, ability and industry pre 
sent their client's claims, but they 
•will step outside thereof at the peri 
of sacrificing the very interests they 
are in duty bound to safeguard."

The Frederick 
company reached the scene at 6 
o'clock oh a special train and soon 
checked the progress of the flames,

threatened its entire destruction. As 
the town is -without adequate water 
supply, four freight engines of the 
Baltimore and Ohio, 
each holding 


7,000 gallons, 
hauled water' from 


near-by .stations and supplied the 
steamer. The fire was under control 
by 8 o:clcck.
